GENERAL    INFORMATION 


Location 


The  State  Normal  School  is  located  at  Wayne,  the 
county  seat  of  Wayne  county,  on  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  and  Omaha  railroad.  It  is  forty-five  miles 
from  Sioux  City,  twenty-eight  miles  from  Norfolk  and  one 
hundred  and  thirteen  miles  from  Omaha.  Wayne  is  t  a, 
growing  city  with  a  population  of  3,000,  and  is  in  every 
respect  an  ideal  place  for  a  school.  It  has  no  saloons.  The 
city  is  one  of  Christian  homes  and  contains  churches  of  all 
the  leading  denominations.  It  affords  to  students  good 
opportunity  in  literary,  social  and  religious  culture.  Those 
who  come  here  are  assured  of  a  cordial  welcome  from  the 
citizens  of  the  town. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 
The  Normal  school  grounds  are  located  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  city  and  contain  thirteen  acres.  The  campus 
is  ornamented  with  hundreds  of  beautiful  trees,  which  serve 
as  a  protection  in  winter  and  afford  a  refreshing  shade  in 
the  summer.  The  buildings  consist  of  three  large  brick 
school  buildings,  five  dormitories,  president's  residence,  and 
power  and  heating  plant. 

New  Buildings 
Library  and  Science  Hall,  a  strictly  fireproof  struc- 
ture, was  erected  in  1912  at  a  cost  of  $55,000.  Modern 
laboratories  and  lecture  rooms,  equipped  with  the  best  scien- 
tific apparatus,  are  provided  for  the  work  in  science.  The 
textbook  library,  reference  library  and  reading  room  occupy 
the  first  floor,  and  the  department  of  education  and  the  de- 
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partment  of  domestic  science  are  located  on  the  third  floor 
of  the  building. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  plans 
were  adopted  for  an  additional  building  at  Wayne,  to  be 
erected  during  the  present  school  year.  The  plans  call  for 
a  central  building  85x130  feet  in  dimensions,  three  stories 
high,  and  fireproof  throughout.  The  architecture  will  be  of 
the  same  type  as  that  of  the  library  and  science  hall.  The 
building  will  be  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  administration 
and  instruction,  and  will  also  provide  an  assembly  room 
with  a  seating  capacity  of  850.  When  completed  it  will  be 
one  of  the  most  modern  and  substantial  school  buildings  in 
the  state. 

Tuition  Free 
Tuition  is  free  in  all  departments  of  the  school.    Each 
student,  however,  pays  a  matriculation  fee  of  $5.00  on  first 
registering.     This  fee  is  paid  but  once  and  entitles  the 
student  to  a  life  membership  in  the  institution. 

Board  and  Room 

Rooms  in  the  hall  are  steam  heated  and  electric  lighted. 
All  rooms  are  furnished  with  bed,  mattress,  springs,  pil- 
lows, one  blanket,  wash  stand,  wash  bowl  and  pitcher,  two 
chairs  and  student's  table.  All  rooms  in  the  ladies'  hall 
have  a  rocker  and  dresser.  Bathrooms  and  a  laundry  have 
been  equipped  for  the  free  use  of  students.  Students  who 
make  their  home  in  the  halls  should  bring  pillow  cases, 
sheets,  towels  and  such  articles  as  they  wish  for  the  adorn- 
ment of  the  room.  All  rooms  in  Terrace  Hall  are  60  cents 
per  week  for  each  student.  All  other  rooms  are  50  cents 
per  week.  Board  at  the  Normal  dining-hall  is  $2.50  per 
week.  Board  in  private  families  may  be  secured  at  $3.50 
to  $4.00  per  week. 

Text  Books 
A  fee  of  one  dollar  gives  a  student  the  use  of  the  text- 
book library  for  one  semester.    It  is  necessary  for  the  stu- 
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dent  to  deposit  three  dollars  with  the  registrar  when  the 
books  are  received  to  cover  their  safe  return.  The  deposit, 
less  the  rental  charge,  is  refunded  on  the  return  of  the 
books.  Any  available  text-books  should  be  brought  from 
home  by  the  student. 

The  Library 
A  library  of  several  thousand  volumes  is  available  for 
the  free  use  of  students.  The  books  have  been  carefully 
selected  with  a  view  to  the  special  needs  of  a  normal  school, 
and  the  library  is  particularly  strong  in  literature,  history, 
science  and  education.  It  includes  the  standard  reference 
works  of  the  day,  together  with  a  large  amount  of  litera- 
ture to  supplement  the  daily  work  in  the  class  room.  The 
library  is  under  the  care  of  an  experienced  librarian  and 
is  open  to  students  every  school  day  of  the  week  and  for 
one-half  day  on  Saturday. 

Literary  Societies 
The  school  maintains  two  strong  literary  societies,  the 
Philomathean  and  the  Crescent.  The  societies  are  managed 
by  the  student  members,  and  the  work  is  carried  on  under 
the  direction  of  the  faculty.  Every  student  is  encouraged 
to  become  a  member  of  one  of  these  societies. 

Christian  Associations 
The  Christian  organizations  of  the  school  consist  of  a 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  a  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  and  the  Normal  Catholic  Club.  Each 
of  these  organizations  hold  regular  weekly  devotional  meet- 
ings and  a  union  service  is  held  every  month.  They  arrange 
many  enjoyable  social  events  during  the  year  and  exert  a 
wholesome  influence  on  the  life  of  the  school. 

Athletics 
Athletics  are  encouraged  by  the  school  and  outdoor 
sports  carried  on  under  reasonable  regulation.       Football,

baseball,  basketball  and  track  work  may  be  participated  in 
by  any  student  who  desires  the  same.  The  young  ladies 
have  their  tennis  courts  and  basketball  teams  and  take  an 
active  part  in  outdoor  exercises. 

Teachers'  Bureau 
Trained  teachers  are  in  demand  in  all  the  best  schools 
of  Nebraska.  There  is  a  rapidly  increasing  demand  upon 
the  normal  schools  for  such  teachers.  To  meet  this  demand 
the  State  Normal  School  at  Wayne  maintains  a  teachers' 
bureau  whose  purpose  is  to  secure  for  its  students,  without 
charge,  suitable  positions,  and  to  aid  school  officers  in  select- 
ing efficient  teachers. 

Classification  of  Students 

Students  are  classified  as  Preparatory,  Secondary, 
Training  and  Collegiate. 

The  Preparatory  classes  include  students  who  have 
completed  the  eighth  grade  and  are  doing  the  work  of  the 
ninth  and  tenth  grades  as  model  high  school  students.  Ma- 
ture students  who  have  completed  the  work  of  their  home 
districts  and  who  are  taking  the  special  preparatory  work 
for  rural  teachers  are  also  classified  as  Preparatory. 

The  Secondary  classes  include  all  students  of  the  Fresh- 
man and  Sophomore  years. 

The  Training  classes  include  students  who  have  com- 
pleted the  eleventh  grade  of  a  regular  high  school  or  its 
equivalent  and  who  are  taking  the  teachers'  training  course. 

The  Collegiate  classes  include  all  students  who  are 
doing  work  in. advance  of  the  Sophomore  year. 

Certificates  and  Diplomas  Granted 

The  Elementary  Certificate  is  granted  to  those  who 
complete  the  training  course.  It  is  also  granted  to  Juniors 
who  desire  to  drop  out  temporarily  and  teach  following  the 
Junior  year.    The  diploma,  which  is  recognized  by  law  as  a 
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First  Grade  State  Certificate,  and  the  City  State  Certificate, 
are  granted  on  the  completion  of  the  advanced  course. 

The  degree,  Bachelor  of  Education,  is  conferred  upon 
those  who  have  completed  eighty  hours  college  work  in  ad- 
dition to  the  advanced  course. 

Special  Requirements 
To  graduate  from  any  of  the  advanced  courses  the  can- 
didate must  have  completed  at  least  as  follows : 

1.  Five  hours  of  Collegiate  English. 

2.  Ten  hours  in  each  of  two  other  subjects. 

3.  Two  hours  in  physical  training. 

4.  Two  hours  in  public  school  music. 

5.  Two  hours  in  public  school  drawing. 

6.  He  must  have  grades  in  all  the  first  grade  county 
certificate  subjects.  (Note: — these  grades  must  be  obtained 
on  the  uniform  county  examination,  in  an  accredited  high 
school,  or  in  the  regular  class  work  of  the  school  granting 
the  diploma.) 

7.  He  must  have  a  minimum  of  50  hours  collegiate 
credit  from  which  is  excluded  all  credit  for  drills,  reviews, 
practice  teaching,  observation,  and  methods. 

Teachers'  Training  Course 
To  graduate  from  this  course  the  candidate  must  have 
credit  at  least  as  follows: 

1.  Two  hours  in  physical  training. 

2.  Two  hours  in  public  school  music. 

3.  Two  hours  in  public  school  drawing. 

4.  Grades  in  all  first  grade  county  certificate  subjects 
obtained  as  indicated  above. 

5.  Twenty-two  high  school  credit  points. 

Resident  Attendance 
Twenty-four  weeks  resident  attendance  with  a  mini- 
mum credit  of  twenty  hours  is  the  minimum  time  and  credit 
requirement  for  any  grade  of  certificate  and  diploma. 
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Time  Requirement 

Advanced  Course.— For  the  completion  of  this  course, 
which  includes  a  first  grade  city  certificate  and  a  first  grade 
state  certificate,  the  standard  time  is  216  weeks  above  the 
eighth  grade,  and  the  minimum  time  is  196  weeks  above 
the  eighth  grade. 

Junior  Course. — The  standard  time  for  this  course, 
which  grants  an  elementary  state  certificate,  is  180  weeks 
above  the  eighth  grade  and  the  minimum  time  is  168  weeks 
above  the  eighth  grade. 

Trainers'  Course. — The  standard  time  for  this  course, 
which  grants  an  elementary  state  certificate,  is  144  weeks 
above  the  eighth  grade  and  the  minimum  time  is  132  weeks 
above  the  eighth  grade. 

Special  for  Nebraska  Normal  Graduates 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education,  held  on  No- 
vember 7,  1912,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

"That  students  of  the  Nebraska  Normal  College  who 
have  graduated  therefrom  and  who  have  complied  with 
the  equal  requirements  of  the  graduates  who  receive  a  pro- 
fessional certificate  under  the  State  Normal  School  at 
Wayne,  may  receive  a  diploma  from  said  State  Normal 
by  a  minimum  attendance  of  eight  weeks,  and  to  be  passed 
on  by  the  State  Normal  Board." 

Practice  for  Seniors 

The  required  practice  work  is  one-fourth  the  student's 
time  for  one  year;  that  is,  one  recitation  period  and  two 
preparation  periods.  The  preparation  consists  in  preparing 
lessons,  making  plans,  doing  assigned  readings  and  attend- 
ing conferences.  The  preparation  of  work  is  considered 
just  as  essential  as  the  practice  teaching  itself.  Experi- 
enced teachers  who  have  taught  successfully  for  four  or 
more  years  may  be  excused  from  one-half  of  the  practice 
teaching  by  the  supervisor  of  the  training  department.

Professional  Work 

Four  features  of  the  work  in  education  offered  in  the 
Wayne  State  Normal  are  worthy  of  special  consideration: 

1.  The  Work  on  the  Theory  Side. 

2.  The  Observation  Work  in  the  Training  School. 

3.  The  Practice  Teaching. 

4.  The  Kindergarten  Training  Course. 

As  all  the  professional  work  is  under  the  direction  of 
the  head  of  the  department  of  education,  these  four  features 
are  so  co-ordinated,  and  correlated  in  such  a  way  as  to  bring 
about  unity  throughout  the  different  courses  in  education. 
Brief  outlines  of  these  features  will  be  given  under  separate 
headings. 

Theory  of  Education. — The  work  on  the  theory  side 
begins  with  a  study  of  psychology  from  the  teacher's  point 
of  view.  It  prepares  specifically  for  an  intelligent  study 
of  the  principles  of  education,  which  immediately  follows 
the  course  in  psychology.  Nine  weeks  of  the  semester  de- 
voted to  "Theory  of  Education"  will  be  spent  in  the  further 
study  of  psychology  as  applied  to  the  learning  process;  the 
remaining  nine  weeks  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  psy- 
chology as  applied  to  the  teaching  process.  Throughout 
this  work  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  study  and  formula- 
tion of  laws  and  principles  of  human  behavior  in  so  far  as 
they  concern  the  teaching  profession.  The  check  on  the 
work  in  theory  comes  when  the  students  are  required  to 
find  out  the  following  year  whether  their  theories  work  in 
practice.  As  both  the  theory  and  the  practice  in  the  Wayne 
State  Normal  are  under  the  same  management,  it  is  an 
easy  matter  to  work  them  together  and  make  the  theory 
prepare  directly  for  the  practice.  To  be  able  to  justify  the 
practice  by  referring  it  to  well  established  educational  prin- 
ciples is  a  mark  of  intelligent  teaching.  All  importance  is 
attached  to  this  particular  feature  of  the  work. 
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Observation  and  Special  Methods. — The  "model 
teaching"  is  done  by  experts  in  particular  fields.  There  is 
a  "model  teacher"  for  each  of  the  following  departments: 
Kindergarten,  primary,  intermediate,  and  grammar.  These 
expert  teachers  are  supposed  to  know  the  policy  of  the  edu- 
cation department,  and  demonstrate  in  practice  the  theories 
therein  advocated.  This  serves  as  another  check  on  the 
work  in  theory,  and  brings  about  a  correlation  of  theory 
and  practice.  Furthermore,  the  somewhat  limited  field  of 
each  "model  teacher"  assures  expert  demonstration  work 
for  the  observers.  Thus,  before  the  student  is  required 
to  put  his  theories  into  practice  he  has  a  chance  to  observe 
an  expert  in  a  particular  field,  demonstrating  educational 
theories.  A  part  of  the  time  of  this  course  is  devoted  to 
the  psychology  of  the  various  school  subjects. 

Practice  Teaching. — As  already  suggested,  practice 
teaching  is  considered  the  most  important  feature  of  our 
professional  work.  All  the  educational  work  preceding  pre- 
pares for  it.  The  real  test  of  the  teacher  is  not  a  theoretical 
statement  of  principles,  but  intelligent  practice  founded 
upon  sound  theory.  For  this  reason  it  is  fortunate  that  the 
one  who  has  charge  of  the  theory  should  also  have  supervis- 
ion of  the  practice  teaching — fortunate  for  the  student,  be- 
cause by  this  arrangement  the  preparation  of  the  teacher 
is  not  hindered  by  cross  purposes  and  lack  of  unity  in  his 
professional  courses.  The  lessons  planned  by  the  student- 
teacher  are  criticised  for  theory  as  well  as  for  practice. 
They  must  show  that  the  student  understands  the  theory 
involved  in  the  lesson  to  be  taught.  In  this  way  only  can 
one  be  sure  of  intelligent  teaching.  The  correlation  of 
theory  and  practice,  as  stated  before,  is  considered  the 
strongest  feature  of  the  professional  work  at  Wayne. 

Another  feature  of  the  practice  work  that  appeals  to 
the  practice  school  man  is  the  condition  under  which  the 
practice  teaching  is  done.  The  student  teaches  in  every 
way  under  the  same  conditions  he  will  meet  in  the  ordinary 
school.     There  is  nothing  artificial  in  the  training  school. 
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In  each  room  there  are  two  groups  of  pupils,  one  reciting 
and  the  other  studying,  and  the  student-teacher  has  charge 
of  both.  He  has  complete  control  of  the  entire  room  one 
period  each  day,  during  the  whole  of  his  senior  year.  The 
ordinary  problems  of  school  discipline  and  school  manage- 
ment are  always  present,  and  the  student  is  held  responsible 
for  their  solution.  The  student  that  comes  to  Wayne  is 
assured  of  genuine  teaching  experience  under  expert  super- 
vision. 

Kindergarten  Training 

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  kindergarten  training. 
One  cannot  be  a  first  class  primary  teacher  who  does  not 
possess  at  least  a  good  working  knowledge  of  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  kindergarten.  The  purpose  of  this 
department  is  to  train  teachers  to  recognize  and  direct  the 
natural  tendencies  of  the  child.  With  the  help  of  the  home 
the  child  in  this  way  may  develop  properly  mentally  and 
physically,  form  right  habits  of  industry,  order  and  cleanli- 
ness, and  acquire  the  proper  use  of  language  and  other 
means  of  expression.  The  work  of  this  department  is  of 
collegiate  rank  and  should  not  be  attempted  by  anyone  who 
does  not  have  at  least  a  high  school  education,  or  its  equiva- 
lent. 

The  work  consists  of  Theory  of  Education,  which  is 
based  upon  modern,  psychological  principles  governing  the 
growth  and  mental  development  of  the  child.  The  work  is 
along  progressive  lines,  substituting  as  far  as  possible  the 
natural  situations  of  child  life  in  the  home  for  the  symbols 
commonly  used  in  kindergartens  of  the  conservative  type. 
The  observation  for  this  department  is  done  in  the  normal 
school  kindergarten  and  the  first  primary  grades.  During 
the  senior  year  each  student  is  required  to  spend  at  least 
one  hour  daily  in  the  kindergarten  in  charge  of  a  group  of 
children.  Practice  in  the  various  activities  is  given,  and  at 
stated  times  the  student-teacher  is  expected  to  have  full 
charge  of  the  entire  kindergarten. 
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COURSES    OF   STUDY 


Special  Preparatory  Course 
This  course  is  designed  for  mature  students  who  do 
not  feel  that  they  can  remain  in  school  until  they  have  com- 
pleted the  entire  six  years  above  the  eighth  grade  required 
for  the  advanced  course.  It  is  especially  intended  for  those 
who  desire  to  teach  on  a  second  grade  county  certificate.  It 
includes  all  subjects  for  second  grade  certificate  besides  Al- 
gebra, Plane  Geometry,  Botany,  Industrial  Art,  Theory  and 
Art.  It  requires  two  years  for  its  completion  and  prepares 
for  the  Freshman  classes. 

Preparatory  Course 

This  course  corresponds  to  the  ninth  and  tenth  grade 
of  standard  high  schools,  and  is  open  to  all  students  eligible 
for  matriculation.

First  Year

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MANUAL  TRAINING  AND  AGRICULTURE 

Many  young  men  living  on  a  farm  find  it  impossible 
to  enter  school  in  September  and  remain  throughout  the 
year.  It  is  possible,  however,  for  hundreds  of  young  men 
to  attend  school  for  three  or  four  months  each  year  during 
the  winter.  Special  provision  to  meet  the  needs  of  those 
so  situated  is  made  by  offering  work  in  manual  training  and 
agriculture.  The  intention  is  to  adapt  these  courses  to  the 
peculiar  needs  of  the  farm.  The  most  favorable  time  to 
enter  is  on  Monday  following  Thanksgiving  or  on  Monday 
following  the  holiday  vacation.  While  the  school  is  pri- 
marily organized  for  the  training  of  teachers,  yet  it  is  rec- 
ognized that  as  a  state  institution  the  school  should  serve 
the  interests  of  the  greatest  possible  number  of  citizens. 
No  greater  service  can  be  rendered  our  state  than  the  pro- 
vision of  work  that  will  make  more  efficient  farmers. 

Manual  Training 

The  State  Normal  school  at  Wayne  offers  superior  ad- 
vantages for  work  in  Manual  Training.  The  equipment, 
including  benches,  lathes,  forges,  and  other  tools,  is  most 
complete.  There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  teachers  who 
are  prepared  to  present  manual  training  and  industrial 
work  throughout  the  grades  and  high  school  departments 
of  our  public  schools,  and  the  work  is  planned  to  meet  this 
need.  The  following  courses  will  be  of  special  interest  to 
young  men  who  enter  for  the  winter  term: 

1.  Carpentry. — This  consists  of  bench  work,  and  in- 
cludes the  care  and  use  of  the  common  tools  which  should 
be  found  on  every  farm.  The  elements  of  joinery  are 
taught,  the  simpler  elements  of  building  construction,  and 
such  problems  as  ordinarily  confront  the  farmer  in  matters 
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of  carpentry.  Each  student  is  required  to  sharpen  his  own 
chisels  and  planes  and  file  his  own  saw.  He  is  also  taught  to 
work  from  blue  prints. 

2.  Furniture  Construction. — This  course  has  been 
planned  for  the  young  men  who  wish  some  practice  and 
knowledge  along  the  line  of  cabinet  making  and  the  finish- 
ing of  hard  woods.  It  follows  the  work  in  carpentry  and 
elementary  wood  work  and  has  proved  the  most  popular 
of  the  shop  courses.  The  building  of  such  pieces  of  furni- 
ture as  library  tables,  magazine  racks,  book  cases,  piano 
benches,  etc.,  are  carefully  considered.  Instruction  in  this 
work  is  almost  entirely  individual. 

3.  Blacksmithing. — The  general  aim  is  to  teach  the 
student  to  do  the  ordinary  repair  work  and  to  make  the 
simpler  tools  needed  on  the  farm.  Some  of  the  topics  con- 
sidered are :  The  managing  of  the  forge  and  fire ;  the  bend- 
ing, shaping,  and  welding  of  iron  and  steel;  the  making  of 
rings,  hooks,  bolts,  wrenches,  cold  chisels ;  and  the  shaping 
and  tempering  of  steel  tools. 

4.  Mechanical  Dratving. — The  general  aim  of  this 
course  is  to  give  the  student  a  knowledge  of  mechanical 
drawing  sufficient  to  make  him  capable  of  planning  farm 
buildings,  such  as  dwellings,  barns,  granaries,  hog  and  poul- 
try houses,  the  designing  of  convenient  cupboards,  cas- 
ings and  other  interior  fittings  and  the  estimating  of  the 
cost  of  material  and  construction. 

Agriculture 
1.  Special  Short  Course. — This  course  will  begin  im- 
mediately after  the  Thanksgiving  vacation.  It  is  intended  for 
those  who  do  not  have  an  opportunity  to  enroll  in  any  of 
the  regular  semester  courses.  The  practical  phases  of  the 
work  will  be  strongly  emphasized.  Among  the  subjects 
taken  up  will  be  farm  management,  live  stock,  farm  seeds, 
common  weeds  and  their  eradication,  tillage  and  farm  crops. 
Other  subjects  will  be  presented  according  to  the  needs  of 
the  class.  In  connection  with  each  topic  some  practical 
farm  problems  in  arithmetic  will  be  given. 
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2.  General  Course. — This  is  a  course  into  which  any- 
one may  enter.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  aid  the  stu- 
dents in  a  knowledge  of  scientific  agriculture,  and  to  show 
the  relation  of  these  scientific  facts  to  farm  practice.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  the  improvement  of  plants  and  ani- 
mals, propagation  of  plants,  plant  foods,  soils,  soil  fertility, 
farm  crops  and  their  enemies. 

3.  Soils  and  Soil  Management. — A  course  for  students 
who  have  done  some  work  in  physics  and  chemistry.  Origin, 
nature  and  properties  of  soils,  their  relation  to  growth  and 
crop  production,  together  with  principles  of  cropping,  till- 
age, rotations,  fertilizing,  drainage,  and  aeration. 

4.  Farm  Crops. — A  course  for  students  who  have 
studied  botany.  This  will  include  a  study  of  classification 
and  methods  of  improvement  of  forage  and  cereal  crops, 
their  distribution  and  adaptability,  time  and  method  of  seed- 
ing and  harvesting. 


SPECIAL   PREPARATORY   COURSE   FOR 
RURAL   TEACHERS 

There  are  many  young  men  and  young  women  who 
have  been  reared  and  educated  in  rural  districts.  Many 
of  these  have  not  had  the  opportunity  of  a  high  school  edu- 
cation. They  have  advanced  as  far  as  possible  in  the  home 
district  and  look  forward  to  the  time  when  they  can  make 
further  preparation  and  become  teachers.  For  this  class 
of  young  people  a  special  preparatory  course  is  provided. 
While  no  diploma  or  certificate  is  issued  to  those  taking 
this  work,  the  instruction  is  intended  to  prepare  thoroughly 
for  the  state  teachers'  examination.  Classes  for  these  stu- 
dents are  maintained  in  all  subjects  included  in  a  second 
grade  county  certificate.  Special  attention  is  given  the 
management  and  organization  of  rural  schools  and  to  the 
problems  which  the  rural  school  teacher  has  to  meet.  Each 
semester  a  class  in  theory  and  art  is  organized.     Two  days 
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in  the  week  this  class  meets  for  the  general  discussion  of 
school  problems  and  the  remaining  three  days  observes  the 
work  of  one  of  the  regular  teachers  in  the  training  school. 
In  this  way  these  preparatory  students  are  made  ready  to 
go  out  into  the  rural  districts  and  do  creditable  work  as 
teachers. 


THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  Fourth  Annual  Summer  Session  of  the  Wayne 
State  Normal  School  will  open  June  8,  1914,  and  continue 
eight  weeks.  The  purpose  of  the  Summer  School  is  to  place 
the  advantages  of  the  state  normal  within  the  reach  of 
those  who  cannot  attend  during  the  regular  year.  Many 
special  features  will  be  arranged  to  meet  the  needs  of  teach- 
ers— a  thorough  review  in  the  common  branches,  the  organ- 
ization of  classes  in  subjects  required  for  a  city  state  cer- 
tificate, opportunities  for  observation  in  the  training  school, 
lectures  by  prominent  educators,  all  affording  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  summer  work.  Full  credit  is  given  for  all 
work  done  in  this  special  session,  and  those  in  attendance 
may  earn  one-fourth  of  a  year's  credit  toward  a  profes- 
sional life  certificate. 

There  are  no  formal  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
Summer  Session,  and  its  courses  are  open  to  all  students 
qualified  to  pursue  them  to  advantage.  A  special  Summer 
School  bulletin  is  issued  in  April  of  each  year  and  will  be 
mailed  to  any  address  upon  application.
